Sarkis came to the summit saying his coun- 
try had given all it could for the Palestinian 
cause, and urged that the commandos should 
pull out of South Lebanon. 

Sources in the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization delegation said that while the com- 
mandos have already checked direct attacks 
on Israel from Lebanese territory to avoid 
bringing reprisals, Arab leaders did not want 
to endorse a formal restriction of the com- 
mando movement's freedom of action. 

At Tuesday's first session of the confer- 
ence, foe leaders discussed developments in 
foe Arab-israeli struggle since last year's 
Baghdad summit and the subsequent seper- 
ate peace treaty between Egypt and Israel. 

Egypt was suspended from foe Arab 
League last spring for signing the treaty, and 
has been subjected to an economic and politi- 
cal boycott since by League members. 

Tunisian Prime Minister Hadi Nouira said 
Egypt” ^ detachment “will not prevent the 
Arabs from pursuing their legitimate strug- 
gle” 

He said the Arabs have persuaded a large 
section of international public opinion that 
peace cannot be established without Israeli 
withdrawal from all the occupied Arab coun- 
tries, and the recognition of the Palestinian 
rights to return to their lands and set up a 
state there. 


BEIRUT, Nov. 21 (Agencies) — Muslims 
reacted in shock and disbelief Wednesday to 
the attack by unidentified gunmen on the 
Kaaba, Islam's holiest shrine. 

A Jordanian government statement, 
broadcast by Amman radio said, “the Jorda- 
nian government received the news of the 
occupation of the Grand Mosque in Mecca 
with repugnance. The government severely 
denounced this disgraceful action which is 
considered a violation df and disrespect 
toward Islamic teachings. 'The government 
stands firmly behind any strict measures the 
Saudi government will take.to safeguard and 
protect the most sacred Islamic shrine.” 

In Cairo, the grand Sheikh of al Azhar, 
Wednesday called for an uigent meeting on 
Muslim scholars to deal with the brutal 
aggression on the mosque. < 

In a telegram sent to religious leaders in 
Saudi Arabia. Dr. Muhammad Abdul Rah- 
man said it was time for all Muslims to take 
I “quick decisive action to save the Holy 
House of God.” 

The grand Sheikh said force might be 
necessary to “cleanse (the shrine) from the 
hands of this tyrannical gang, those who seek 
evil and corruption in the land.” 

Also Iran Wednesday condemned the 
attack and said it could be the work of what it 
called criminal American imperialism. 

“This action is against Islam and besides 
the mosque is a sanctuary of Muslims, as is

Mecca itself,” the radio quoted an official 
statement as saying. 

The statement was issued by the office of 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah Khomeini in 
Qom, south of Tehran. 

“It is not far-fetched that some criminal 
hands want to cause schism among the Mus- 
lims and distort the face of Islamic revolu- 
tions. 

“ It is also probable that his could be the act 
of criminal U.S. imperialism for the purpose 
of infiltrating the united ranks of the Mus- 
lims” the statement said. 

The U.S. has denied any involvement in 
the siege, and in Jeddah. Saudi Interior 
Minister Prince Naif said there was no reason 
to believe that any foreigners took part in the 


RIYADH, Nov. 21 (SPA) — An armed 
group of Muslim religious deviators stormed 
the Holy Haram in Mecca early Tuesday 
morning, the Interior Ministry said Wednes- 
day. 

A Ministry statement said the group pre- 
sented one of its members to worshippers in 
the Mosque and urged them at gunpoint to 
receive him as “the expected Mehdi." Fol- 
lowing is foe full text of the statement: 

“A handful of deviators from Islam infil- 
trated the Holy Meccan Haram with arms 
and ammunition during the early morning 
prayer Tuesday, the first of the Hijrah year 
1400. They presented someone to the wor- 
shippers in the mosque to perform morning 


prayers, pretending that he was the 
“expected Mehdf' and urged them at gun- 
point to recognize him as such. 1 ' 


Abdullah returns 


RIYADH, Nov. 21 (SPA) — Second 
Deputy Premier and Commander of the 
National Guard Prince Abdullah arrived 
here Wednesday from a visit to Morocco. 

Prince Bandar ibn Abdul Aziz, Prince 
Mishal, Prince Badr, deputy commander of 
the National Guard and senior officials wel- 
comed Prince Abdullah on arrival. 


“The authorities concerned took all neces- i 
sary measures to control the situation after 
procuring a Fatwa (religious ruling) from the j 
Ulema to protect the lives of Muslims inside 
the Haram.” 

“The Ministry of Interior will issue a sub- 
sequent statement on developments in the 
situation." 

In the second statement, issued Wednes- 
day night. Interior Minister Prince Naif said 
that there were no indications that the armed 
group belonged to any foreign nationalities. 

“Security forces are in a position to make 
an all-out assault against the religious 
deviators bolding out in the HolyHarambut 
held back so as not to harm foe worshippers 
or damage the sacred edifice." 


The statement added that “there are no 
indications that lead us to believe that fore- 
ign nationalities were involved in the inci- 
dent." 

“It has been confirmed that the attack was 
carried out by a gang which deviated from the 
right path of Islam."

‘Should we feci that American threats' are 
souring real, we shall kill all the hostages 
the spot,” the students' statement said. 
‘The U.S. must know that if there is any 
liiary action on the Iranian soil the militant 
ople of Iran will defend their country with 
possible means,”, it said. 

‘Arrangements have been made to 
lantiy destroy all the hostages and the 
ibassy where they live.” 

The students, who freed a total of 13 
i men and blacks from the embassy earlier 
5 week, have said before that they would 
1 their captives if the United States tried to 
* them by force. 

Bnt this was their first response to Presi- 


dent Jimmy Cartel's warning Tuesday that he 
might older military action unless the hos- 
tages were released unharmed. 

As the United States hinted at retaliation 
for the seizure of American hostages at the 
embassy, as many as one million marchers 
gathered in front of the building and shouted: 
“Mar bar Shah, Mar bar Cartel** (Death to 
the Shah, Death to Carter). 

They also sang hymns in praise of Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini, who had called for mammoth 
anti-American demonstrations across Iran in 
his campaign to pressure the U.S. govern- 
ment into extraditing foe Shah. 

Columns of people in a festive mood 
marched to the embassy in the heart of the 
capital dty of four million people. It was the 
biggest turnout since foe jubilant celebra- 
tions that greeted Khomeini upon his return 
from exile in France last February. 

The hundreds of thousands of demons- 
trators were celebrating a multiple holiday: 
Islam's. new year’s day, ushering in a new 
Islamic century; foe first anniversary of a 
major revolutionary victory that helped top- 
ple foe Shah; and foe special anti- American 
demonstration proclaimed by Khomeini

me embassy early in the morning. 

They walked in orderly columns from the 
scattered neighborhoods, each column carry- 
ing its own Islamic banners, flags and 
placards with Khoraeinf s portrait. Men and 
youths headed the columns followed by small 
children and women wearing the traditional 
black chador, a head-to-toe veil. Some mar- 
chers wore uniforms. 

Soldiers in camouflage dress but without 
arms joined marchers headed for Revolutio- 
nary Square, two miles south of the embassy,'.' 
That was the site of speeches and continued 
demonstrations later in the day. 

“This will make Carter realize what he is 
up against," said one demonstrator. "The 
Iranian people cannot be pushed around any 
more." 

The leader of the Iranian revolution har- 
dened his threat to tty as spies the 49 Ameri- 
cans still held hostage in the embassy. Eight 
other non-Americans were believed to be 
held as well. 

The Carter administration responded 
Tuesday night with its first veiled threat of 
military action and ordered the aircraft car- 
rier Kitty Hawk and five escorting warships 
from the Philippines to the Indian Ocean. 
Another U.S. task force led by the carrier 
Midway is already in the area, about 600 miles 
south of the Gulf. 

Khomeini in a radio-television address 
Tuesday called on his millions of followers to 
demonstrate against American "imperial- 
ism" Wednesday, the first day of the month 
of Muharrara and the beginning of Islam's 
15th century. 

The 81, 000- ton aircraft carrier was 
ordered to sail from the Philippines to the 
Indian Ocean. Military sources stressed, 
however, that no orders had been issued for a 
military strike against Iran. 

The veiled threat of military action came 
from White House spokesman Jody Ptiweli 
after President Jimmy Carter returned briefly 
to Washington from his Camp David retreat 
to confer with top advisers. 

“The United States is seeking a peaceful 
solution to this problem through the United 
Nations and every available channel,” Powell 
said. “This is far preferable to the other 
remedies available to the United States. 

“ Such remedies are explicitly recognized in 
the charter of the United Nation*.. The gov- 
ernment of Iran must recognize the gravity of

Military sources said the aircraft carriers 
would not be instruments used to rescue hos- 
tages some 650 kilometers inland. This sug- 
gested that the United Stales was obliquely 
threatening Iran with retribution if the 
American hostages are harmed. 

Administration officials were striving 
Wednesday to get 23 released hostages 
returned to the United States in time to be 
reunited with their families for the American 
Thanksgiving holiday on Thursday. But it 
was unclear whether medical tests could be 
completed quickly enough to allow this. 

The 49 other Americans who remain hos- 
tage at the U.S. embassy in Tehran face a new 
threat of being tried and possibly sentenced 
to death. 

Iranian officials said conviction could carry 
death penalties for rhe Americans. An Ira- 
nian Foreign Ministry spokesman, Abolhas- 
san Sadegh, said, however, that Khomeini 
could pardon anyone convicted. 


ISLAMABAD, Nov. 21 (Agencies) — 
Demonstrators shouting “Kill the American 
Dogs" burned the U.S. Embassy here Wed- 
nesday and killed a Marine guard. Mobs of 
youths also burned down U.S. information 
centers in Rawalpindi and Lahore. 

In Washington, the State Department said 
a VS. marine was killed in the attack in 
Islamabad and that Pakistani army units 
fre*d about 100 besieged Americans from 
the embassy, evacu?»%*y}*-£e *b«* British 

Embassy. 

In London a Foreign Office spokesman 
said Wednesday foe British Council library in 
Rawalpindi had been burned by Pakistani 
demonstrators. There was no report of 
casualties. 

Armed government troops and police dis- 
persed the mob around the embassy, 
reported to be in the tens of thousands, and 
firemen quelled the fire. 

In Karachi, 1,150 kilometers to the south^ 
about 200 young men marched on the 
American consulate, according to reports in 
New Delhi, the Indian capital, but the mar- 
chers were turned back by troops. 

As the Islamabad mob set fire to the vehi- 
cles in the parking lot, the youths stoned the 
windows of the nearby main embassy build- 
ing. Most of the embassy staff including 
Ambassador Arthur Hummel were reported 
in the building, and a number of Americans 
were reported lunching in the American Club 
on the other side of the lot. 

In Washington, State Department 
spokesman Hod ding Carter said the Ameri- 
cans were evacuated from the embassy roof 
by helicopter. 

Officials declined to identify the dead 
Marine pending notification of next of kin. 

The State Department said there were no 
Americans in the Rawalpindi information 
center when it was burned. 

“Down with the American Dogs" and 
“Kill the American Dogs ” the attacking mob 
shouted. Clouds of dark smoke poured up 
from the parking lot. 

A report received by diplomatic sources in 
New Delhi said shooting was heard after the 
youths invaded the compound, but this could 
not be confirmed. 

The State Department said “a few 


Marines" were foe only American militai 
personnel at the embassy. 

President Mutaammed Zia ul Haq and th 
Pakistani Foreign Minatery promised to sec 
ure the safety of the Americans, the spoke: 
man said. 

After the incidents against Americans, h 
said. Secretary of Srate Cyrus Vance order© 
a message sent to all embassies to take addi 
tional precautions. Carter said a second, an 
urgent, message followed it.

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LONDON, Nov. 21 (Agencies) — The 
price of gold lifted $ 8.5 an ounce- on Euro- 
pean's main bullion markets Wednesday as 
the dollar dipped against key European cur- 
rencies because of concern over events in the 
Middle East and Pakistan. 

The price of gold closed in Zurich and 
London ar$ 396-50 an ounce compared to$ 
388.00 at dose of business Tuesday. 

The last time gold made such a one-day 
jump was Oct. 24 when it jumped 10 dollars 
to$ 392.00 an ounce. 

Gold's rise, and the dollar's weakness 
stemmed from the storming of the U.S. 
embassy in Islamabad, capital of Pakistan, 
and the growing tension over hostages held 
by armed students in Tehran. 

Foreign exchange dealers reported that the 
dollar fell sharply in early trading, but rallied 
later as nerves calmed to recoup some of its 
losses. 

In London, the pound sterling moved 
erratically in the backwash of gold" s rise and 
at one point gained 2.25 cents. But it closed 
3-4 of a cent ahead. A pound cost S 2.L753 
against S 2.1710 Tuesday.

In Tokyo, the dollar climbed against the 
Japanese yen Wednesday as Japan's trade 
deficit continued. 

The dollar dosed at 247.05 yen, up from 
245.75 yen Tuesday and 246.35 yen Mon- 
day. 

The Bank of Japan sold an estimated S 100 
million on total spot trading of $ 699 million 
in an effort to halt the yen’s decline. 

The Finance Ministry announced that 
Japan's customs cleared trade defidt grow by 
S 699 million in the first 10 days of 
November, a sharp deterioration from the S 
28 million defidt of Nov. 1-10, 1978. 

In Tehran the official news agency Pars 
Tuesday night cancelled a report it had issued 
earlier saying that Iran would no longer 
accept dollars in payment for its oil. 

The news agency gave no reason for cancel- 
ling the report. 

And in Washington an assistant to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter said the U.S. decision to 
freeze Iranian official assets was taken under 


extreme provocation and was unlikely to be 
repeated against other countries. 

“It was not one we initiated or are likely to 
initiate against other countries," Stuart 
Eizenstat, who is Carters assistant for 
domestic affairs, told foreign reporters late 
Tuesday. 

“It was done under extreme provocation, 
and I think that it was both wise and neces-

Miller and his entourage, which 
includes some congressmen and 
top treasury officials, will be in 
Riyadb for two and a half days of a 
five-day Middle East swing which 


also includes stops in Kuwait and 
;he United Arab Emirates. 

The Treasury Department 
would not confirm which Saudi 
officials Miller would be meeting 
or the names of the Congressional 
leaders in the secretary’s party. 

However, it is expected that 
Milter will meet with Petroleum 
and Mineral Resources Minister 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yaraani and 
Minister of Finance and National 
Economy Sheikh Muhammad 
Aba Al-Khail. 

With the OPEC meeting in 
Caracas on Dec. 1 7 to consider oil 
prices, the issue will be very much 
on Miller’s mind.

One of the Treasury officials 
accompanying Miller is C. Fred 
Bergsten, assistant secretary for 
international affairs, who coordi- 
nates tbe program for the U.S. 

In addition to bolding discus- 
sions with Saudi Arabian officials. 
Miller is also expected to meet 
with representatives of American 
business in the Kingdom. 

Recent rules, such as the anti- 
boycott legislation i and the regu- 
lations implementing the Foreign 
Earned Income Act of 1978, have 
been harshly criticized by Ameri- 
can businessmen in Saudi Arabia. 

American contractors and 
businessmen in the Kingdom say 
tbe regulations work as “export 
disincentives” and are partially 
responsible for the decline of U.S. 
competitiveness in the Saudi 
Arabian market. 

Miller’s Middle East trip is 
expected to receive wide press 
coverage. Ten correspondents are 
accompanying his party, and two 
American network television 
crews are already in the Kingdom.

Moroccan

RABAT, Nov. 21, (Agencies). 
— Morocco said Tuesday that one 
of its Mirage F-l jet fighter bom- 
bers was shot down and the pilot 
killed when a SAM-7 missile of 
the Polisario Front hit the aircraft 
during a battle in south Morocco. 

The incident, which took place 
Monday, was the first time in 
which the Moroccans had lost a 
Mirage F-l since France began 
delivering the planes to Morocco 
early last summer. | 

Morocco is taking delivery of 30 
of them, at a reported cost of $ 630 
million. 

The Moroccan Information 
Ministry said in a communique 
that 120 Polisario guerrillas were 
killed and 30 of their vehicles des- 
troyed when a Polisario force, in 
230 vehicles, attacked the locality 
of Abattih in southern Morocco. 

Seven Moroccans were 
wounded.

The turn of the Islamic century is an occasion for reflec- 
tion. It is. a time when the Islamic world should take stock of 
the lessons of the century just passed and the promise of the 
one just beginning. If the majority of Muslims devoted the last 
few hours of the century past to prayers, then careful thought 
about the future of Islam and the welfare of its community is 
also a form of worship. 

The century just ended saw momentous changes in the 
Islamic world. It was a time when the Islamic countries 
achieved their independence, shaking from themselves the 
dust of centuries of quietism and servitude. It saw the begin- 
nings of a new Islamic revival when, after years of impover- 
ishment and oppression, Islamic culture is once more on the 
move. 

!*■ The fear that Islamic culture would not be able to with- 
stand the challenge of the modem world, with its crass materi- 
alism and atheism, proved to be unfounded. The cry now is for 
a return to the pure origin of the faith, an origin whose first 
teaching is openness to the world without being engulfed by it; 
an ability to retain the identity of a Muslim without shutting 
oneself out from what is best in other cultures. 

\ But facing this positive picture there is also its negative 
s^e. The fact is that the Islamic world is only starting to think 
a&out its unity in terms which transcend the mere sum total of 
the various national and regional interests which at present 
compose the world of Islam. Much is still to be done if this is to 
be achieved. 

It is also true that the lands of Islam are still places where 
there is much backwardness and poverty. The will to acquire 
the technological and economic means to overcome this is, to 
be sure, there. Few voices rise now against learning from 
cultures more advanced in this respect. But the tempo of 
change is still slow, too slow if the Islamic world is to take its 
place in a world not always friendly to its aspirations. 

Finally, captive Jerusalem and its Holy Places watched 
the new century being bom. Will it see their restoration to 
Islam ? No Muslim bul is full of the knowledge that all talk of 
an Islamic future is vain unless it is one in which Jerusalem 
takes back its place at the heart of the Muslim world.

NEW YORK 

“The sick man of Europe" — unfortunately, the 
news media love to describe situations with cliches 
and ro fit current events into stereotypes. The “sick 
man" image, evoking the 19the century Ottoman 
Empire, is being used to characterize the current 
.state of affairs in Turkey. 

The country is indeed going through the worst 
crisis of its recent history. With rampant inflation. 
2U-per cent unemployment, acute shortages of 
funds and essential goods, the economy seems to be 
in a hopeless quagmire. With an unbelievable polar- 
ization to the extreme right and extreme left, terror- 
ism continues to take a daily toil of lives; more than 
2,D0fl people have been killed in this strife in two 
years. A political crisis has now come to a head as a 
result of the parlimentary by-elections. It may be 
some time before a government is formed with a 
comfortable majority, enabling it to take decisive 
actions. 

A subjective insight into the state of affairs in 
Turkey, going deeper than the litany of cliches and 
stereotypes of doom that is repeated as a back- 
ground to all the news stories concerning Turkey, 
might be appropriate. 

We Turks are from time to time carried away by 
gloom and pessimism, by the daily reports of kil- 
lings and of political impasses, of financial and 
economic problems. But when we stop to think.we 
realize that we should count our blessings as a 
nation. One thing that is forgotten or perhaps taken 
for granted is that Turkey, within a span of three 
decades, has established a full-fledged Western 
democracy with all its ramifications and institutions 
and that the Turkish people are determined to solve 
their problems through democratic processes and 
with their democratic institutions. 

Those who may be impatient and yearn for a 
“man on horseback" who would cur through the 
problems with a sword are confronted with the 
common sense of the Turkish people, who are 
determined to stick to democracy and its perhaps 
tedious ways. The high percentage of participation 
(nearly 76 per cent) in the recent elections, despite 
all the cajolings of extremists and threats of terror- 
ists. is a new confirmation of Turkish people's 
commitment to democracy. Given Turkey’s 
geopolitical position and the situation in neighbor- 
ing countries. Turkey's persevering commitment to 
democracy is no small feat. 

Another important blessing is the existence and 
character of the Turkish army, a truly national army 
that is traditionally progressive and dedicated to 
democracy. It has always acted as the nation’s con- 
science, intervening when it has felt that the country 
.was in danger and then voluntarily relinquishing 
po&er to democratic institutions. 

Then there is the secular state that was estab- 
• lished by Kemal Ataturk, the founder of the 
republic, who paved the way for the present democ- 
ratic regime in every field. 

Turkey is rich in natural and especially human 
resources. Turkish industry is capable of manufac- 
turing almost everything from tractors to 
refrigerators to trycks. Turkey is also capable of 
exporting technology to neighboring countries and 
of exporting complete plants. The armaments 
industry is ready to provide arms and munitions to 
other NATO countries. 

Turkish workers, who have made a name for 
themselves in Europe, through their hard work and 
increasing skills, are complemented by an efficient 
new managerial class. 

It should not he forgotten that a complex of 
internal and external conditions, especially the 
global oil crisis, and not arbitrary, wanton misman- 
agement, have brought about the present crisis in 
Turkey. What is happening now in Turkey may well 
be the prototype of problems that may soon con- 
front other countries. 

What is more important is that Turkish govern- 
ments. whether to the right or to the left, have 
adhered to democratic rules and human rights in 
their efforts to cope with the crisis and also to con- 
tinue the rapid development of the country. 

Turkey is definitely not the “sick man of 
Europe." It is a matter of time before the country- 
will work out the right chemistry from its hasically 
rich human and natural resources and ingredients to 
overcome the current difficulties and through 
democratic processes. 

The West has a definite stake in the Turkish 
struggle, )not only because of its vital geopolitical 
and strategic position but mainly because Turkey is * 
giving battle for the Western way of life. Turkeys 
defeat would above all mean the defeat of Western 
values and of the Western democratic regime —

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Spy scandal prompts question: how many more?

LONDON — 

Spy fever has returned to Britain after Margaret 
Thatcher's dramatic revelation in the House of 
Commons last Thursday that Queen Elizabeth's 
former art adviser. Professor Anthony Blunt, was a 
Russian spy. 

What enraged MPsand commentators was not so 
much that yet another Soviet agent has been unco- 
vered but that the Prime Minister admitted his iden- 
tity had been known to British security services 
since he confessed in 1 964. 

In an editorial headlined “ A Most Distinguished 
Traitor, The Times commented: “The matter 
seems to have been mishandled by the authorities at 
almost every stage. When Blunt was admitted to the 
(British) security service in 1940, he, was well 
known to be a Marxist, a characteristic which is 
• normally regarded as grounUs of unsuitability for 
such work.' 

Already the question is being asked: “ How many 
more spies are there in high places?" Blunt has been 
dubbed -The Fourth Man’ — Guy Burgess, Donald 
Maclean and Kim Philby were the first three — and 
now the hunt is on for the fifth. 

The existence of two more spies in the Burgess- 
Maclean-Philby network was first revealed in the 
Sunday newspaper The Observer, which ran 
extracts last month from a new book by Andrew 


Boyle entitled The Climate ofT mason. Although the 
book did not name the two' uncovered spies, specu- 
lation was soon rife about their identity. 

A Labor MP has tabled a question in- the House 
of Commoras linking a British-born scientist to the 
defections of Burgess and Maclean to the Soviet 
Union in 1951. 

The scientist. Dr. Wilfred Mann, has denied 
reports suggesting he could be the fifth man, code- 
named ‘Basif in Boyle’s book. (Dr. Mann’s frill 
name is Wilfred Basil Mann.) 

Immediately after he was named as a spy, Buck- 
ingham Palace announced that the Queen was 
stripping him of his knighthood, conferred in 19^6 
in recognition of his artistic advice to the Royal 
Family.

A Soviet base on Norwegian soil

, SPITSBERGEN — 

Norway, a NATO member, is in the ludicrous 
position of tolerating an illegal and potentially 
dangerous Russian presence on Spitzbergen.in one 
of Norway's remote but strategically important 
Arctic territories. 

In flagrant disregard of Norwegian regulations, 
the Russians, over the past four years, have built a 
helicopter base there from which — in the view of 
most Norwegian observer — they could seize the 
territory in time of crisis. Despite their undoubted 
commitment to the Western alliance, the 
authorities in Oslo. 3,000 miles away, are po we riess 
to interfere. 

Spitzbcrgen. a barren mass of brown rock and 
glaciers half way between the North Cape of Nor- 
way and the North Pole, is part of the huge Svalbard 
archipelago. Although the territory is Norwegian, 
the 1920~treaty which regulates its Matus specifi- 
cally allows any of the treaty's 40 signatories — 
which include Britain. America, Japan. Russia and 
Norway — to exploit the archipelago’s resources. 

Since the 1930s, the only nations to maintain 
permanent settlements there have been the Soviet 
Union and Norway. Both mine coal. The Russian 
population of 2,300 outnumbers the Norwegian 
population by two to one. 

Despite Svalbard's demilitarized status 
enshrined in the 1920 treaty — the Soviet interest in

The release 
of 10 American hostages by the 
Iranian authorities and the arrival 
of an Iranian delegation in Tunis 
to brief the Arab summit on the 
views of the Iranian revolution in 
regard to its current'dispute with’ 
America were also highlighted on 

the front pages. 

Newspapers continued to 
devote their editorials to the 
Tunis summit, saying it has begun 
with a positive note that augurs 
well for the beginning of an end to 


all the negative elements that had 
so far dominated the situation. 
They said the Arab nation and its 
leaders are capable of taking deci- 
sions that can provide further push 
for the Baghdad resolutions. 

Al -Medina reiterated in its 
•editorial that the summit was 
faced with some difficult problems 
which necessitated a quick and 
firm solution, if it were to triumph 
over the Arab rift and the 
enemies. In this context, the paper 
mentioned the divergent views of 
Lebanon and the Palestinians, 
Syria's difficult position in case it 
supports the Lebanese stand and 
Libyan leader Muammar Gad- 
dafi's dash to - Moscow to hold 
talks with the Kremlin leaders. 
The paper said it was Qaddafi who 
continuously called for this sum- 
mit as early as possible. 

All these* matters, it said, weigh 


heavily on all those who are exert- 
ing sincere, efforts to make this 
conference successful. 

Al -Riyadh enumerated the 
Arab problems ranging from 
Palestine, Lebanon to Morocco. 
Algeria, Iraq, Syria and the two 
Yemens. With a note of pessim- 
ism, it said the possibilities of a 
positive resolution remain thin 
under the present circumstances. 
It appears, though, that the Arabs 
may not like to execute the deci- 
sion in stages, as they have by now 
benefited from the previous sum- 
mit and the Arab and interna- 
tional events that have taken place 
in its wake. 

Ever since their first summit, 
the paper said, the Arabs have 
never decided on anything finally. 
The increasing number of summits 
and topics bear ample testimony 
to this feet. Something has to come 


out of the present summit, but the 
matter will still remain to be 
derided who takes the resolutions 
to the desired goal .without leaving 
them lie idle by the side of the 
resolutions of the previous nine 
conferences, the paper added. 

Dealing with the summit, 
Al -Nadwa said the Baghdad 
summit was able to disappoint 
those who dreamed that the Camp 
David accords will go unresisted 
and the Arabs proved that they 
were capable of foiling ail 
attempts at bringing them face to 
face with a defeat. The present 
summit will now play its role in 
vouchsafing the Arab rights and 
restoring the usurped land of the 
Arabs. No doubt, the Arabs are 
capable of doing this, but they will 
have to use all their energies in a 
coordinated manner, said the 
paper. 


the territory is undoubtedly strategic. 

In the words of Sir Peter Wbitely, until August 
the NATO Northern Supreme Commander, “Sval- 
bard is one of the gate-posts guarding the exits of 
the Kola Peninsula" (the other being north Nor- 
way). Murmansk, the peninsula's main port, is Rus- 
sia's only ice-free port- with direct access to the 
Atlantic and is the base for the biggest and most 
important fleet, the Northern Fleet, which includes 
some 70 major ships and 170 submarines, 100 of 
which are nuclear-powered. 

The Svalbard- Norway sea-gate (which narrows 
in winter when the pack ice line moves south) would 
play a crucial role in wartime. Soviet units would 
sail through it to launch amphibious attacks on 
north Norway, to interrupt American supplies to 
Europe, and to fire missiles at American cities and 
bases. 

NATO submarines would attempt to pass the 
sea-gate in the opposite direction: hunter killers in 
search of the 30 or so Delta class submarines lurk- 
ing at the bottom of the Barents Sea (from where 
their missiles can reach American targets); and Los 
Angeles class submarines which would need to get 
quite close to the Kola peninsula to fire their cruise 
missiles. 

The main Soviet peacetime interest in Svalbard is 
surveillance. The Russians like to know what 
everybody is up to. Few doubt, for example, that at 
least some of the six Aeroflot officials stationed at 
the Norwegian airport at Longyearbyen are spies. 
The Russians claim the sole functions of the offidals 
is to handle the monthly Aeroflot flight from Mur- 
mansk (all air traffic between the Russian settle- 
ments on Svalbard and Murmansk passes through 
Longyearbyen airport). 

Yet, according to a recent report in the Neue 
lurcher Zeitung one of the Aeroflot offid a ls last . 

year was Alexei Gonchar, one of the 100 or so KGB 
agents expelled by the British Government in 1971. . 
Furthermore the Aeroflot officials have a habit of 
photographing all arrivals at the airport 
According to the Soviet Consul at the main Rus- : 
sian settlement of Barentsburg, the five helicopters 
based there are needed to link Barentsburg with 
Longyearbyen airport and the other Russian set- 
tlement, and to support visiting Soviet scientific 
expeditions. 

. The consul might have added that the helicopters 
are also used to 1 inspect 1 any foreign expeditions to 


According to Nils Morten Udgaard, a former 
Moscow correspondent of Afienposten, the leading 
Norwegian newspaper, these helicopters could.be 
used, in time of crisis, to occupy the 'Norwegian 
settlements: The existing Soviet base could easfly.be 
expanded to handle 15 more helicopfeis, rapidly 
creating an even, more formidable mflitary infras-^ 
tincture. * '• 

Military analysts believe that a Soviet seizure of -5 
Svalbard (probably undertaken at-the same time as ‘ 
amphibious assaults on north Norway) would not 
only' pre-empt any move by NATO. It would also 
enable the Soviets to develop air and naval bases on 
Svalbard both to control the sea to the south and to 
give the Kola peninsula forward protection.

tions under UN Representative

may suddenly change character 
and be prepared to negotiate seri- 
ously. This see/ns doubtful. Hav- 
ing scored a psychological gain 
with apparent unpunitv. iihus gen- 
erally been the Soviet tactic first to 
consolidate their gains and then to 
press forward, testing the ground 
as they move. 

At the NSC meeting on June 1 0, 
CIA Director Helms summed up 
the deterioration. The Soviets had 
four to five regiments of SA-3s 
and three to five squadrons of 
Soviet- piloted MiG-21s in Egypt; 
there was no doubt about the 
numbers. The Soviet combat pre- 
sence now amounted to ten 
thousand men introduced since 
March. Egypt's ability to destroy 
Israeli aircraft had been greatly 
augmented. Mounting losses 
would create new psychological 
pressures on Israel. With their 
preemptive option lost. Israel had 
an overwhelming incentive to con- 
trol rhe area along the Suez Canal. 
The central questions therefore 


were whether the Soviets would 
move their SA-3 missiles toward 
the Canal and engage their airp- 
lanes there, and whether Israel 
would refrain from challenging 
them if they did. In any event, the 
situation could be altered to 
Israel's disadvantage very rapidly, 
by a sudden forward movement of 
the Soviet military complex. 

Rogers then presented the State 
Department scenario for an 
immediate cease-fire and talks 
through Jarring as if Helms' s brief- 
ing had not occurred. In effect, the 
proposal, like his June 2 conversa- 
tion with Dobrynin, ratified the 
Soviet combat presence in Egypt. 

Nixon confined himself to opa- 
que philosophical statements that 
indicated be was not ready for a 
discussion of basic assumptions. 
He speculated about the impact of 
the 1956 Suez crisis on Britain's 
conception of herself as a world 
power. He considered the failure 
to deal with the problem of Arab 
refugees one of the major lapses of 


the postwar period. Even while we 
were considering a unilateral 
American initiative, he mused 
about die prospect for a joint 
US-Soviet enterprise; no doubt 
anticipating a meeting I would 
have with Dobrynin aboard the 
Presidential yacht Sequoia that 
evening to discuss his idea for a 
summit. All of this meandering 
was largely a smokescreen to 
enable Nixon to defer a formal 
decision. Nixon bad no real belief 
that the State- Department dip- 
lomatic plan would work but he 
also had little stomach for overrul- 
ing Rogers. He told me privately 
that he thought the current Middle 
East track would lead us into dis- 
aster. I agreed, adding that the 
worst course was to put in *• a little 
arms and a little proposal." (This 
does not exclude that Nixon told 
Rogers the opposite.) 

My meeting with Dobrynin on 
the Sequoia on the evening of 
June 10 was inconclusive. Dobry- 
nin renewed his plea that we 
negotiate on the Middle East in 
the Channel. In order to have 
some carrot for Nixon's cherished 
summit I did not reject this possi- 
bility out of hand. But insisted that 
it could work only if the Soviet 
Union would ask sacrifices from 
its Arab friends commensurate 
with the territorial concessions we 
would have to urge on Israel. 
Moreover, the presence of Soviet 
combat personnel in die Middle 
East was of the most profound 
concern to the United States. It 
was therefore crucial for us to 


know whether the Soviet Uni 
would be prepared to withdraw 
military forces as part of a aegc 
a ted peace. Dobrynin replied ti 
he would ask for instructions. 

The exchange with Dobryi 
further strengthened my conv 
tion that we were on the wre 
track: the requisite balance 
forces for effective negotia tic 
simply did not exist.

Romania to import 
oil from Russia 


Car-maker hit 

Strike paralyzes Leyland 


BUCHAREST, Nov. 21 (R) — 
Romania has signed a contract for 
the first time to import oil from the 
Soviet Union, Western diplomatic 
sources said. 

They said that under a previ- 
ously undisclosed contract signed 
earlier this year, delivery of 
350,000 tonnes of Soviet crude 
was due to start in the last quarter 
of 1 979. It could not be confirmed 
whether any of it had actually 
arrived. 

In the past Romania has foiled 
to obtain oil from the Soviet 
Union, although Moscow supplies 
most of the crude used by other 
East bloc countries. 

(Romania disagrees with Mos- 
cow and its East European allies 
on a number of major issues, 
including relations with China, 
Middle East policy and Indochina. 
Last year Bucharest angered the 
Soviet Union by vetoing plans for 
higher military spending in the 
Warsaw Pact. 

The sources said they under- 
stood Romania was paying for the _ 
Soviet oil in hard currency, but 
had no information on the price. 
Most East bloc trade is by barter 
arrangement. 

Romania, which produces 
around 14 million tonnes of oil a 
year, used to be self-sufficient but 
now imports half of its require- 
ments. Until this year, 50 percent 
of its imported crude came from 
Iran. 

Since the revolutionary 
takeover in Iran, Romania has 
approached a number of countries 
for oil, including the Libyan 
Jamahiriyah, Nigeria and Mexico, 
and has also bought small quan- 
tifies from Albania. 

Faced with a growing energy 
crisis because of rising world oil 


prices, Romania has launched a 
program aimed at energy self- 
sufficiency in 10 years, through 
more use of coal, nuclear power, 
alternative energy sources and a 
tough conservation campaign. 

President Nicolae Ceasescu 
Monday announced Romania's 
first offshore oil strike after two 
years of drilling in the Black Sea, 
using American-designed equip- 
ment. 

He said h was not yet known 
whether the find would prove to 
be big enough to be exploited. 

The strike was made several 
weeks ago by the “Gloria" 
exploratory rig, built with the 
assistance of a Texas company and 
a loan from the U.S. government 
Export-Import Bank. 

. The rig has been exploring in 
the Black Sea for two years with- 
out any further U.S. assistance. 

Western experts cautioned that 
the find may turn out to be insig- 
nificant. 

They noted that there was con- 
siderable pressure on the Roma- 
nian leadership to indicate the 
presence-ofoil in-ths Black Sea as 
the country prepares tor a- further 
period of consumer austerity and 
tough energy conservation meas- 
ures.

Two foD-page advertisements 
attacking TV network coverage of 
MobiTs third-quarter earnings 
appeared last week in three 
national magazines and 13 news- 
papers. The total cost of the adver- 
tisements was $ 325,000. 

One advertisement offer M 19 
dull and unsensation al facts about 
our profits the TV networks didn't 
tell you — and won’t allow us to 
cell you." The other directly 
blasted CBS with the headline, 
“How CBS on Oct. 24, 1979, pre- 
fabricated the news." 

So for, Mobil said, CBS has 
been un apologetic about its 
coverage of the third-quarter pro- 
fits reported late last month. CBS 
defends its coverage in a short 
statement that begins, “ CBS News 
stands by its story." 

“We're disappointed," said 
Mobil spokesman John Flint in a 
telephone interview Thursday of 
CBS' response. He said CBS has 
shown “once again their failure to 
recognize their obligations to pre- 
sent the public with oby.*ctive and 
competent reporting."

Ex-finance minister 
backs Mrs. Gandhi 


NEW DELHI, Nov. 21 ( Agen- 
cies) — Former Indian Finance 
Minister Hemwati Bahuguna 
announced Wednesday that he 
had joined forces with ex- Premier 
Indira Gandhi in a move expected 
to boost her chances of winning 
general elections in January. 

Bahuguna, leader of the leftist 
Congress for Democracy (CFD) 
group, told reporters that his party 
had merged with Mrs. Gandhi s 
Congress (I) Party. 

His backing will give Mrs. Gan- 
dhi a stronger position for the 
elections in northern India, par- 
ticularly in the large state of Uttar 
Pradesh where Bahuguna was 
once chief minister. 

Bahuguna, 58, was forced to 
resign as finance minister Oct. 1 9 
after refusing to merge his CFD 
group with Premier Charan 
Singh’s Lok Dal (People’s Party). 

This followed a long quarrel 
during which Singh accused 


Bahuguna of having links with the 
Soviet KGB spy organization and 
Bahuguna 'questioned the prime 
ministers sanity. 

Meanwhile, a choice between 
Mrs. Gandhi and a former prin- 
cess, Vijaya Raje Scindia, may 
await voters in Mrs. Gandhi 1 s old 
parliamentary district in India's 
January election. 

Mis. Scindia, the former Maha- 
rani of Gwalior, will contest tbe 
Rae Bareli Seat in Uttar Pradesh 
state. Janata Party President 
Chandra Shekhar announced 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. Gandhi, 62, now India's 
most powerful opposition leader, 
has said she would like to run from 
Rae Bareli, which shw rep- 
resented for 10 years prior to her 
defeat there in the 1977 election. 
Her party planned a final decision 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. Sqjndia, now 60, was 
arrested in 1975 for the opposi-

tury has destroyed crops worth bil- 
lions of dollars and affected nearly 
200 million persons. 

Government officials say no 
one has starved to death but 
reports from the stricken areas 
describe thousands living on 
boiled leaves and roots. Many 
have left their villages in search of 
work and food while others have 
sold cattle, cooking pots and 
clothes in exchange for food and 
water, according to reports reach- 
ing the capital. 

The monsoon rains — rural 
India's water of life — were sparse 
this year. Four months of dry 
weather has ruined rice and veget- 
able crops in 17 states, affecting 
nearly one-third of India' spopula- 
tion, said M.S. Swaminathan, the 
agriculture secretary. 

But he told” reporters recently 
that the situation was in hand 
because of ample stored grain. 

The situation appeared more 
serious to reporters who have vis- 
ited parched villages. 

Inder Malhotra, New Delhi 
editor of the Times of India news- 
papers, reported after a 1,000- 
kilometer tour of parts of Uttar 
Pradesh and Bihar, which he 


described as north India's 
“ hungerland." 

He said there were only scat- 
tered patches of green, and the 
waterflow in the Ganges River 
was the lowest living memory. 

“The crop is dead,” he wrote. 

One college principal said 
nearly one- fourth of his “almost 
exclusively upper caste” students 


have joined relief projects and 
road construction gangs where 
payment is made partly in cash 
and partly in wheat under the gov- 
ernment’s “food for work” prog- 
ram, Malhotra reported. 

Ironically, some of the parched 
areas were ravaged by floods last 
year.

Hong Kong becomes world toy capital 


HONG KONG, Nov. 21 (AP) 
— In the 1950s, a few business- 
men in the booming plastic flower 
industry decided to invest their 
profits in making cheap toys. 
Today. HongKong is the toy capi- 
tal of the world and plastic flowers 
are a forgotten fad. 

This year, exports of plastic 
dolls, remote-controlled cars, 
electronic games and other toys 
manufactured in this British col- 
ony are expected to total more 
than $ 800 million, a record for the 
industry. 

The United States is by far the 
largest toy market in the- world 
and 34 per cent of its imports in 
1978 bore the label: “Made in 
Hong Kong.” ■■■ 


The Japanese were the first 
Asian toy kings, moving into the 
market after World War II with a 
wide variety of cheap goods. 

“ When the Japanese traded up 
into more expensive goods, Hong 
Kong took over the cheap tinny 
goods," said Tom Castle, toy 
buyer for Broadway Department 
Stores in Los Angeles. “Now, 
Hong Kong is moving up and a lot 
of not such good merchandise is 
being made in Taiwan, South 
Korea, Bangkok aqd the Philip- 
pines.” 

In 1975, Hong Kong overtook 
Japan as the biggest toy exporter 
in the world. A random survey of 
the 3,444 buyers from 57 coun- 
tries at the fair found.near unani- 


mous agreement that this over- 
crowded colony of five million will 
remain on top at least for the next 1 
five to 10 years. 

Peter Gordy, president of 
Gordy International Ltd., which 
has exported over 150 million 
plastic toys in 15 years, said, “We 
find that in Hong Kong we get a • 
much larger variety of toys to 
choose from, and molds and art 
work are done at a much faster 
race than anywhere else.” 

George Moore, merchandise 
manager for London's W.H. 
Smith Variety Stores, said, “From 
our point of view, they are produc- 
ing merchandise here that is gen- 
erally not produced in the United 
Kingdom, so we’ve got to come 
here." ' _

A representative of UNHCR. 
Kenichiro Mathumoto. said Tues-r 
day the government had with- 
drawn the status for about 5.000 
registered refugees from Uganda. 

“This move was taken following 
the noru.iJizarinn of political 


activities and the realization of 
peace in Uganda after (former 
President) Idi Amin was ousted 
from power." he said. 


He said the change of govern- 
ment in Uganda last April brought 
about normal living conditions for 
everyone, and the refugees lost 
the grounds on which they had 
been registered. 


“Mathumoto said a systematic 
repatriation program was started 
three months ago. “Although the 
Kenya government directed that 
all these refugees should go buck 
home immediately, we are happy 


that the government agreed to 
give them protection until all of 
them are repatriated he said. 

An official of the joint refugee 
service of Kenya, Peter Gichuki 
Njorogen. said, however. Kenya 
has agreed to allow those refugees 
undergoing training or studies to 
remain in the country until their 
courses are completed.

In October, Neeme Jarvi, who 
for the past five years had headed 
the Estonian State Symphony 
Orchestra and is regarded as 
among the top three or four Soviet 
conductors, also applies to leave. 

The friends Tuesday said 
Pyart. whose works are widely 
known in the West, said he had 
decided to leave because he bad 
been constantly refused permis- 
sion to travel abroad when his 
music was being played. 

The composer attended the 
premiere of his Cantus to the Mem - 
ory of Benjamin Britten in London 
during Albert Hall promenade 
concerts in August conducted by 
the Soviet Union's Gennady 


Rozhdestvensky. 

But Pyart' s friends said that 
premiere only took place after the 
Soviet authorities had caused a 
scandal in artistic circles by refus- 
ing him a visa to attend an earlier 
scheduled performance in London

Trudeau 
to quit 
politics 


OTTO W A, Nov. 21 (R) — Former Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau, leader of Canada's 
Liberal Party, said Wednesday be was quit- 
ting politics effective next March. 

In a brief statement, Trudeau told a news 
conference: “ It is time for a new chief to take

call a special convention to choose a new 
party chief next March. 

He said there had to be a change of leader- 
ship to enable the Liberals to come to power 
again. 


Gromyko due in Bonn 


BONN, Nov. 21 (R) — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko was to arrive in 
Bonn Wednesday for two days of intensive 
talks expected to center on nuclear disarma- 
ment and troop reductions in Europe. 

His discussions with Foreign Minister 
Han^- Dietrich Genscher and Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt take place against the back- 
ground of NATO* s decision to modernize its 
nuclear arsenal while offering arms limitation 
talks with Moscow. 

Bonn took the lead in pressing the West- 
ern alliance for an agreement to produce new 
U.S. medium-range missiles, a decision bit- 
terly criticised by Soviet leaders. 

But despite the Soviet Union's campaign 
on this issue. West German officials believe 
the chances for progress on disarmament are 
better than for many years. 

Diplomats noted a statement by a senior 
Soviet Foreign affairs official earlier this 
week that Moscow would still be ready to 
negotiate arms controls with the West If 
NATO went ahead with plans to deploy the 
new missiles. 


LONDON, Nov. 21 (Agencies) — Bri- 
tain's parliament Wednesday debated the 
Anthony Blunt scandal amid widespread 
anger over the traitor' s public confession that 
he' was a Soviet agent. 

Blunt’s so-called press conference Tues- 
day, and the way admission was restricted to a 
handful of journalists in the offices of The 
Times newspaper, were bitterly criticized by 
sections of the media. 

Tile 72-year-old professor — a former ait 
adviser to Queen Elizabeth — used the con- 
ference to explain how he enlisted as a Soviet 
spy at Cambridge University during the 
1930s. 

He said he put his political conscience and 
loyalty to fellow-Communist friends before 
the oountry. Although he acknowledged he 
was a traitor, the grey-haired academic 
insisted he had not betrayed his conscience. 

The Daily Express newspaper ran his story 
under the banner headline: “Damn your 
Conscience." The Daily Mail called him “ the 
spy with no shame." The Guardian said he 
was trying to bathe his spying in a kindly light. 

Politicians from all parties were expected 
to press Conservative Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher to launch an official inquiry 
into the way Blum's treachery was covered 
up. 

The professor was granted immunity from 
prosecution in 1964 in exchange for a full 
confession to security services of his years as a 
Kremlin agent before and during World War 

n. 

The Daily Mail editorial said of Tuesday s 
news conference: “Still cocooned by a pro- 
tective establishment, he sat in the offices of 
The Times newspaper and, in a performance 
of extreme insolence, tinged cosmetically 
with regret but with no hint of shame, dismis- 
sed his betrayal as a matter of conscience." 

Several newspapers charged that the news 
conference, at which reporters from only two 
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FOURTH MAN; Anthony Blunt, confessed Soviet spy , is the central figure in Britain's new 
spy scandal. 


newspapers were allowed to put questions, 
was staged. The Daily Express said it failed to 
satisfactorily answer key issues such as why 
Blunt continued to work for Queen Elizabeth 
and who his fellow spies were. 

Andrew Boyle, the author whose book led 
to Blunt 5 s exposure called Blunt's statements 
obnoxious — “I only wish he had expressed a 
little shame,” he added. 

Tuesday the government scrapped its 
proposed new Official Secrets Act, as the 
political row mounted over the case of Blunt. 


The government bill was heavily attacked 
by opposition Labor and Liberal politicians, 
who said that if it became law, the book which 
led to exposure of Blunt as a traitor could not 
have been published-in Britain. 

Andrew Boyle, author of The Climate of 
Treason, has said he carried out some of his 
research for the book in the United States 
where there are strong freedom of informa- 
tion laws. Evidence was available there which 
could not be obtained in Britain, he said.

Call-up continues 


Zambia threatens white settlers over raids 


LUSAKA, Zambia Nov. 21 (AP) — Zam- 
bian whites would bear the consequences of 
continued Zimbabwe Rhodesian attacks 
against Zambia and the breakdown of the 
London peace talks, a Zambian newspaper 
warned Wednesday. 

The Ministry of Defense late Tuesday 
issued an announcement calling officers and 
enlisted men to report to the nearest military 
base by 1800 hours Wednesday. 

The Zambian air force continued to fly 
protective missions around the Zambian cap- 
ital. There was no immediate word if its 
Chinese-built MiG jets and other aircraft had 
encountered Rhodesian forces on any of their 
sorties. 

The city of Lusaka was tense overnight as 
I rumors of renewed 
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attacks raced through 
the city. Some whites 
were openly con- 
cerned about their 
safety and considered 
plans to leave the 
country. 

One diplomatic 
mission advised its 
subjects to keep a low 
profile during the 
current crisis. 


The activity followed President Kenneth 
Kaunda's address to diplomats, party gov- 
ernment members Tuesday in which he 
announced a general mobilization of the 
Zambian military in response to sharply 
stepped up Zimbabwe Rhodesian air and 
ground raids against Zambian transport 
targets. 

The govern ment-owned Zambia Daily Mail 
Wednesday published an editorial pinpoint- 
ing white targets in the country who could 
suffer if Zimbabwe Rhodesia was not heeled. 

The newspaper splashed the headline 
“War Alert" across the front page while the 
party-owned Times of Zambia printed head- 
lines saying "It is Full War." 

The Daily Mail editorial bluntly said: “we 
must warn that if the British do not tame the 
rebels and stop these acts of sabotage the war 
will be fought at the doorsteps of the white 
people in the country. II will be a clean-up 
exercise and there will be no commander to 
order the ceasefire," it said. 

The newspaper said it was the prayer of 
every Zambian that the Lancaster House 
talks would succeed: “But.. .we must warn the 
British not to push us too far, because if we 
react to the activities of their rebels we can 
turn the white man' s happiness in this country 
today into sorrow overnight. 


“If we were barbarians like the rebels and 
their supporters, we would demand the life of 
one white man for one bridge destroyed,” it 
said. 

Following the address by the president 

Tuesday, the Times of Zambia, owned by the 
ruling United National Independence Party 
(UNTP) lambasted the British government 
for its weak-toned comment after Kaunda' s 
demand for compensation for damage caused 
by Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 

Sir Leonard Allinson, British high commis- 
sioner to Zambia, said his government could 
not accept responsibility for acts of the Zim- 
babwe Rhodesian “ illegal regime." 

“President Kaunda's anger with Her 
Majesty's Government's handling of the 
Rhodesia problem is shared by all Zam- 
bians," the paper said. 

Kaunda accused Britain and South Africa 
of conspiring to intervene in Rhodesia if the 
Patriotic Front won the proposed elections. 

“There is no doubt that Lord Carrington, 
who is a director of Rio Tinto Zinc ( they have 
mining interests in Namibia) has struck up a 
rapport with Pik Botha, the racist foreign 
minister. 

“So the collusion between the British and 
the racists over Rhodesia is pretty evident," 
the newspaper said.

LONDON. Nov. 21 (OFNS) — At 13 minutes 
past midnight three men walked up to a train carry- 
ing a container of radioactive nudear material. 
They pointed a rocket launcher at the container at a 
few inches range and pulled the trigger. 

The incident took place at StTatford station in the 
East End of London. The men were not terrorists or 
lunatics but peaceful campaigners and the rocket 
launcher was a theatrical prop. 

Had it been real, the campaigners say. it would 
have dangerously contaminated one-and-three- 
quarter square miles of London for the next 125 
years. 

The incident was organised by the Freedom of 
Information Campaign to demonstrate the lack of 
security in the transport of nuclear materials 
through Britain. It comes at a time when the gov- 
ernment is planning a rapid expansion of nuclear 
power, and thus a great increase in nuclear ship- 
ments 

The container was carrying irradiated nuclear 
fuel, a mixture of plutonium, uranium and nuclear 
wastes, after it had been used to produce electricity 
in a nuclear power station. Used fuel from both 
Bradwell power station in Essex and Sezewell in 
Suffolk passes through Stratford station on its way 
for treatment a Windscale.Cumbria. 

The three men who staged the attack' were 
Stephen Mallaby. of the Freedom of Information 
Campaign, Ernest Stanton, a local councillor, and 
Bob Smith, a local resident. Mallaby describes the 
operation as ‘childishly simple . 

He says they found out when the train was due to 
arrive by phoning workers who loaded the con- 
tainer on to the train.Then they walked into Strat- 
ford station carrying the rocket launcher openly and 
waited on platform nine for the train to come. 

• They were not stopped, question or interrupted 
iben entering the station, waiting for the train, or 
even when ‘firing the rocket launcher. All the time 


they were within view of railway staff on the oppo- 
site platform. 

British Rail's answer to the ensuing row was that 
the make-believe saboteurs had a perfect right to be 
on the platform as long as they had bought tickets. It 
was not the job of British Rail staff to apprehend 
people carrying rocket launchers. “ What we would 
do. if they were spotted, is to notify the police to get 
them to take action." 

Other British Rail spokesmen said that nudear 
material is moved under the strictest security, but 
that it is impossible to guard the whole rail network 
against saboteurs. One said: “The traffic has been 
passing for many years now without incident.” 

The Freedom of Information Campaign says the 
episode has shown that official assurances about the 
safety of nuclear power are false. 


Pakistan scores 256 for 4 


BANGALORE. India Nov. 21 (AP) — The tour- 
ing Pakistan cricket team scored 256 for the loss of 
four wickets in opening play Wednesday of the first 
Test against India. 

Opener Mudassar Nazar and Javed Miandad pul- 
led Pakistan out of a difficult position after it lost 
Majid Khan and Zabeer Abbas for 62 runs. 


Nazar benefited from at least two missed chances 
and topscored with an unbeaten 99. He and Mian- 
dad put on 134 runs for the third wicket before 
Miandad was trapped leg before wicket by spin 
bowler Dilip Doshi for 76. 

Wasim Raja was also out in similar fashion to fast 
bowler Kapil Dev for 36 in the last over of the day. 

The match continues Thursday.

The Conservative government’s Protec- 
tion of Official Information bill was drafted 
to replace the much-criticized section two of 
the 1911 Official Secrets Act. 

Under this act, still in force, journalists or 
individuals, can be prosecuted for revealing 
any information which the government 
chooses to regard as confidential. 

Critics say that this catch-all measure could 
technically be applied even to a Laundry list 
given to a reporter by a government official. 

Meanwhile, it has been learned that the 
British government realized the need to 
introduce “positive vetting" in 1952 only 
after tremendous pressure from the Ameri- 
cans, according to recently de-classified 
documents in Washington. 

This essential improvement to security was 
too late to ship the infiltration of traitors like 
Blunt. The full background of its introduction 
was one of the last secrets Kim Philby bet- 
rayed to the Russians before being sent back 
from Washington to London after being 
relieved of his post as a SIS (Secret Intellig- 
ence Service) liaison officer. 

Throughout the 1930s when Philby, Blunt 
and their fellow traitor, Guy Burgess were at 
Cambridge University, SIS relied on the old 
boy network to recruit agents. 

The camaraderie of the correct public 
school and university background were 
thought sufficient to ensure unquestioned 
loyalty. MI5, the secret service, was kept 
from investigating its- sister organization's 
new recruits thoroughly by SIS*s arrogance, 
founded partly on MI5” s stagnation under its 
ageing head. Sir Vernon Kell. 

War made rapid recruitment essential and 
the entry rules were relaxed. Positive vetting 
of Blunt in 1940, when be began regular work 
with M15, would probably have spread doubt 
about his suitability, as it would about that of 
Philby, Burgess and Donald Maclean, 
another Cambridge recruit to the Soviet side. 

After the war, the Americans became wor- 
ried about security, partly because of liaison 
with British intelligence, and in 1948 the Brit- 
ish Prime ' Minister, Clemeint' Attlee, 
announced to parliament that no one" known 
to be a member of the Communist Party or to 
be associated with it” would henceforth .be.: 
engaged in secret State work; American sec- 
urity chiefs had encouraged this move.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia Nov. 21 (AP) 
— The death toll from floods and related 
accidents reached 20 in Yugoslavia Wednes- 
day when four children drowned in rains- 
wollen rivers officials said. 

Two 8-year-old schoolboys fell off a sus- 
pension bridge into Starenica River, formerly 
a riverlet and now a foaming waterway. They 
were swept away. 

Officials said two other children drowned 
in Macedonia, but there were no immediate 
details about these deaths. 

Although rains subsided during the day, 
and swollen rivers were receding, 1 7 villages 
remained inundated on the Yugoslav side of 
Skadar Lake near Titograd. 

Flooding was believed extensive on 
Albania' s side of the lake, but information 
was scarce.
